Combined Assault by Austrians and 
Germans Launched Against the 
Italian Advanced Front. 


OLD WARRIOR STEADY AND PREPARED 


(By the Associated Press.) 
General Cadorna's skill and strategy which made possible the 
capture of the heights on the eastern bank of the Isonzo, is being 
put to the test by a strong Austro-German offensive on the front from 
Flitsch to the Bainsizza plteau, northeast of Gorizia. 


The first blow has been struck, 


but apparently no great success 
has been achieved by the attack- 
ers. 
'Austrians could do little 
against the Italians, who were 
pressing 
forward 
.steadily and 
breaking the moraîp of the Au- 
strian army. 


The Chiapavano valley already had 
been entered and soon t h e Austrian 
forces would 
have been cut in two. 
Trieste was threatened seriously and 
Poia, the great Austrian port, was in 
danger. 
The Italian blows were hav- 
ing their effect. 
Germany, which u p 
to this time has sent little of men or 
monitions to this front,' has come to 
the help of the losing Austrians and it 
is German soldiers and German muni- 
tions and guns that a r e thundering 
against Cadorna's defenses along the 
Isonzo. 
The Italians, General Cadorna 
reported, are "steady and 
prepared." 


The German 
political 
situation is 
still clouded, but the absence of defi- 
nite news may be the calm before the 
storm. 
Di-. Michaelis, the bureaucrat 
chancellor, is reported to have placed 
his resignation in the hands of the em- 
peror, but there has been no confirma- 
tion. 
Nearly all the political parties 
in t h e reich.stag have joined in t h e 
drive against Dr. Michaelis, which be- 
came most intense when he attempted 
to throw the blame for the mutiny in 
the German navy onto the independ- 
ent socialists, who have been persist- 
ent 
hecklers of his policies. T h e 
f u r o r e raised by the announcement of 
the mutiny has subsided 
apparently, 
but the 
government has 
taken no 
steps to prosecute the socialist depu- 
ties accused by Michaelis and Admiral 
von Capelle 


Emperor William probably is in a 
quandery as to whom to select for the 
chancellorship.

With the British Armies in France 
and Belgium, Oct. 25.— (By the Asso- 
ciated Press)—The 
consolidation of 
the positions won by the allies in Mon- 
day's attack was being rapidly com- 
pleted today under a bright sun which 
is mitigating t h e difficulties of t h e 
work in the morass-like ground. Active 
artillery Are m a r k e d the night in the 
region to the east and north of Ypres. 


The British big guns 
have 
never 
ceased to pour a devastating flre into 
the German positions along the Flan- 
ders battle f r o n t and the enemy has 
responded vigorously. 
Last night the 
Germans directed a heavy fire against 
the sector between Ypres-Menin high- 
way and the Ypres-Roulers road and 
also concentrated on A b r a h a m heights 
which are on the Craventafel 
ridge, 
southxyest of Passchendaele. 


Counter-Attack Repulsed. 


Shortly before darkness last even- 
ing the enemy launched a counter-at- 
tack against the British to the south 
of Houtholst forest, near the junction 
with the French, but this was repulsed 
with machine gun and rifle fire. Both 
the French and British were holding 
their new positions ifi this difficult 
territory, on ;^jthe edge 
of the forest, 
strongly. 


The assertion in the German offlciar 
statement that the British on Monday 
also attacked on both sides of Ghelu- 
velt and were repulsed is entirely er- 
roneous, a s no such attack was made. 
The British offensive was confined to 
operations along a narrow fi-ont, sev- 
eral miles north of Gheluvelt. 


Desertions Are FwMiiient. 


One commanding officer, belonging 
to the Tenth Bavarian division, who 
was captured about the middle of Oc- 
tober, asserted, as had other prisoners 
before, tl^at the officers were losing 
their grip on the men. 
He said that 
desertions in the rear lines were very 
frequent and cited the case of thirteen 
men of his own company who had de- 
serted a fortnight 
before, declaring 
that they were going home. 
Some of 
them were arrested on the way, but 
others actually reached their homes. 
Four of these men were brought back 
to their company as prisoners, but the 
officer did not know whether any of 
them had been punished. 
He added 
that this was not an exceptional case. 


The report that British troops had 
found a German officer who had been 
executed by his own soldiers, the body 
havinp the liands bound behind the back, 
hfts been confirmed. 


German Morale Sinks. 


The incident occurred at a redoubt 
south of Peelcapelle during the recent 
fighting. 
There were fourteen German 
soldiers and young ofTicers holding this 
place. 
When tlie British troops stormed 
this redoubt the German soldiers sur- 
rendered and the British found the dead 
officers with 
five-bullet 
wounds in his 
body. 
The reason for his e.veirution wa.s 
that the men desired to surrender and he 
refused to give up his stronghold without 
a stniggle. 


This affair is another link tending to 
substantiate statements made by pris- 
oners that the Grerraan 
officers com- 
manding certain bodies of troops along 
the Flanders front are losing control over 
their men. 
There is o doubt there has 
been considerable 
deterioration in the 
morale of many of the German troops in 
this region. 
But the German 
fighting 
machine is recognized as being still ft 
powerful one.

Subscriptions officially reported to 
federal reserve banks up to the 
close of business last night, with 
reports from three banks missing, 
apwoximated $2,200,000,000. 


With only three daj's left in 
which to complete the $5,000,000,- 
000 
maximum- of the second" 
Liberty Loan, workers throughout 
the country cheered by the tre- 
mendous stimulus given by the 
celebration of Liberty Day all 
over the land, resumed their drive 
today with renewed determina 
tion. 


Complete returns from yesterdaj''s 
flood of subscriptions to the loan had 
not been compiled a t the treasury de- 
partment early today but it was be- 
lieved that a minimum of 
000,000,- 
000 had been attained. 
Many outdoor 
celebrations arid parades were 
post- 
poned until today on account of the 
inclement 
weather 
throughout t h e 
east. 


The enthusiasm aroused from these 
wafe expected to swell the 
aggregate 
by many millions of dollars. 
About 
$2,000.000,000 must be raised between 
now and Saturday night 
when t h e 
campaign 
closes, if the $5,000,000,- 
000 goal is reached. 
Officials here are 
agreed that a lot of hard work still is 
ahead to raise this amount.

Following the Murder of Dr. 
Frank L. Rodebaugh 
Wednesday.

Garrett, 
Ind., 
Oct. 
25.—Following 
the horrible murder yesterday in which 
Health Officer Dr. Frank 
L. 
Rode- 
baugh met death at the hands of 
a 
negro named 
Dickinson, the 
colored 
population of this 
city 
thinned out 
greatly. 
Twenty-eight in one gang left 
last evening and many more will follow 
today. 
Never in the history of Garrett 
have the people been-so aroused as they 
are at the present timfe. 
Saloonkeepers 
and proprietors of poolrooms were no- 
tified yesterday not to allow colored 
people in their places of business last 
night. 


The 
first 
report after 
yesterday's 
murder was that the negro shot him- 
self, but after the coroner, assisted by 
Dr. Clevenger, made a thorough exam- 
ination, 
he 
found 
several. 
bullet 
wounds on the negro's body indicating 
that the officials who shot at him must 
have hit their mark. 
The negro evi- 
dently used the revolver of Dr. Rode- 
baugh after he had overpowered his 
victim as there was but one load re- 
maining in the chamber. 


The body of the negro is at the Hink- 
lin morgue and will no doubt be buried 
in the potters' field. 


The body of Dr. Rodebaugh was re- 
moved to the Her undertaking parlors, 
where 
it was 
prepared 
for 
burial. 
Funeral ari-angements have not 
yet 
been made.

DID N O T M U n GIRL 


0. C. Dieschley is Arrested at 
the Home of His Mother, 
Mrs. Prouty. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


-Barrett, Ind., Oct. 25.—Sheriff Wil- 
liam Whitney, of Elyria, Ohio, 
and 
Detective William Burns, of Chicago, 
who have been in this city since Mon- 
day 
evening, 
searching 
for 
O. 
C. 
Dieschley, suspected of the murder of 
Mary Kocher, a 14-year-old school girl 
of Lorain, Ohio, found him Wednes- 
day afternoon,at the home 
of 
his 
mothei-, 
Mrs. Samuel 
Prouty. 
three 
miles and a half north of this city. 
Dieschley has been employed on the 
Baltimore & Ohio in the capacity of 
detective. 
He was arrested by County 
Sheriff Frank Baltz and taken to the 
jail at Auburn. 


Dieschley came to Garrett, Monday 
evening and registered at the Ueber 
hotel under his own name. 
Tuesday 
he was about town the greater part of 
the day. 
The wan-ant for his arrest 
arrived here Tuesday evening. 
When 
arrested he claimed to know nothing 
about the crime. 


The story of the murder for which 
he is held as a suspect is that Mary 
Kocher was on her way home from 
school. 
Her route took her along a 


path at the edge of a woods. 
Diesch- 
ley's beat or patrol duty was past this 
strip of woods. 
The girl was caught 
and dragged to the woods where all 
the clothing was torn from her body 
and 
after 
accomplishing 
his 
crime 
bound and gagged the girl with her 
clothing and left her. death 
finally 
being caused by suffocation. 


Less than a week before another girl 
was attacked near the same place but 
survived the attack. 
Dieschley will be 
taken back to Lorain today and taken 
before the girl who was first assaulted. 
Whether he is the guilty man or not 
remains to be seen, but from portions 
of conversation heard among the four 
detectives who were here working on 
the job is seems that they have 
a 
bunch of evidence against him. 


Detective Burns feels sure he has 
the right man, although he is the fifth 
man arrested as a suspect. 
Burns has 
evidence to prove that Dieschley hand- 
cuffed a young girl in a hotel at Cum- 
berland, Me-, about two weeks previous 
to the Kocher murder. 
Dieschley la 
suspected of being implicated in three 
such crimes and if found guiltj^ will 
no doubt get what is coming to' him. 
He is 27 years old and single.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—^It is a 
pity that every person in the United 
States who has not already bought lib- 
erty bonds until he cannot possibly 
raise another dollar to buy more, can- 
not spent twenty-four hours in Wash- 
ington talking with the high officials 
of the government, who are charged 
with the responsibility 
of 
defeating 
Germany in the shortest time at the 
least cost in blood and money. 


If such a thing were possible I have 
no 
doubt 
that 
ten 
billion 
dollars 
would be subscribed and there would 
be ten million subscribers. 


Of course It is impossible for any 
considerable number 
of 
private citi- 
zens out of the more than a hundred 
million in the nation to come into per- 
sonal contact with the men they have 
chosen to lead them. 


The great mass of the public must 
depend on the newspapers for its in- 
formation as to what public officials 
are 
thinking 
and 
saying—and 
the 
printed sheet at best is a poor substi- 
tute for the spoken word. 


I have spent the i ast two days going 
from department to department in this 
busy city for the purpose of getting 
what in movie parlance is known as 
"close up" of the views of the highest 
ofCicials as to the importance of the 
success of the second liberty loan. 


If there had been any doubt in my 
mind, which there was not, as to the 
impei-ative necessity 
of 
making this 
loan such 
a 
huge 
success 
that the 
world will know next Sunday morning 
the American people are back of their 
government in this war to the finish 
with their last 
dollar, 
these doubts 
would have been gone when I finished 
my tour. 


If there is a responsible government 
ofClcial who does not honestly believe 
the result of this loan will have a di- 
rect bearing upon the length of the 
war, he is not among those with whom 
I talked. 


Mind you, these men were not striv- 
ing for oratorical effects and the van- 
ity-feeding applause 
that 
follows a 
hlgh-falutin' peroration. 
It was just 
man to man—the newspaper man rep- 
resenting the public, who must buy 
liberty bonds if they are to be bought, 
looking straight Into the eyes of the 
official representing the government, 
demanding 
the 
truth 
and knowing 
whether or not he was getting it. 


I put my question something like 
this: 
Mr. Blank, aside from the Im- 
mediate financial requirements of the 
government, which can be met by the 
three billion dollar minimum 
asked 
for In this loan, do you believe a large 
over-subscription, 
say 
double 
that 
amount, will shorten the war and thus 
save the lives of American soldiers and 
sailors and save American dollars?" 


In every case I got a quick direct an- 
swer something like this: 
"I 
NOT 
ONLY BELIEVE IT. I KNOW IT. The 
psychology of the situation is so ob- 
vious as to admit of no question." 


Then the argument would follow 
along this line: 
"If It is true that the 
loan's failure or only 'partial success 
would hearten the Germanr people by 
giving them notice that the American 
people are not whole-heartedly in the 
war, then it follows both rationally and 
logically that a big over-subscription 
would have exactly the opposite effect. 


"This war Is not going to end until 
Oermany is defeated. 
Althougfh Ger- 
many has been on the defensive for 
many months, there Is still a lot of 
flght In her great military machine. 
Germany's enemies could make 
no 
greater mistake than to underestimate 
the. powers of resistance of her armed 
forces. 


"If the military masters of Germany 
could absolutely count upon the un- 
dying support and loyalty of the sixty 
million people who make up the civil 
population, they might be able to hold 
their enemies at bay for years. 
What 
this would mean translated into Amer- 
ican lives apd American dollars before 
Oerniapy OQlIapsed, which, 'of course, 
she would eventually, can be appre- 
ciated when we t||inH of .wtiat France 


have suffered during the past 
three 
years. 


"But fortunately for 
us and 
our 
allies, as well as for the German people 
themselves, 
the 
Prussian 
military 
masters cannot count on this undying 
and loyal support. 
It would be too 
much to say that a revolution in Ger- 
many is imminent, although even this 
is possible. 
Certainly 
the signs 
all 
point to an increasing restlessness and 
loss of morale among the German peo- 
ple which, whether or not they end in 
revolution, are sooner or later bound 
to weaken the military power to the 
point that the allies can dictate terms 
of peace. 


"Nothing that has happened since 
the great war began has so affected 
the morale of the German people as 
the entry of America into the war and 
the vast preparations that are going 
forward here to develop our military 
strength. 
Everything we do to prove 
to the German people that the un- 
limited resources and wealth of Ameri- 
ca are back of our government in its 
determination to win the war is an of- 
fensive against the weakest pai't of the 
German line—German morale. 


"The difference in the effectiveness 
of a six billion dollar Liberty 
Loan 
drive and a three billion dollar Lib- 
erty Loan drive against the German 
morale line is just the same as the dif- 
ference between trying to blast through 
the Hindenburg line with 16-inch high 
explosive shells and trying to do it 
with shrapnel." 


I would feel that I am remiss in my 
duty if I did not deliver to every read- 
er of this newspaper this message di- 
rect from the men who know 
more 
about the war than anyone else in this 
country can know, and 
who are 
as 
vitally interested in saving American 
lives and American dollars as anyone 
possibly can be.

Forward passing Is becoming more and 
more important as the game progresses. 
Each year finds teams more profllclent 
with the use of the forward pass, largely 
because passers are becoming very skill- 
ful In thro-wing the ball. 


There are several ways of passing, one 
where the ball^s laid on the hand with the 
palm upward and a long flat swing of the 
arm In pushing the ball forward. 


This form I think Is not so safe and ne- 
cessitates the starting of the ball on its 
flight too low down, in fact so low down 
tftat it often is intercepted by the linemen 
and by the backs playing directly back 
of the line. 


The most practical way seems to be to 


hold the ball in the hand, in the crotch 
made by the thumb and fingers, with the 
arm well up above the head. When the ball 
is shot forward it starts from a higher 
cisión.

The American association and Interna- 
tional league, for Instance, have a number 
of players who are only a few strides 
short of major league ability. Others, like 
Larry Lajole, have been sensations in 
class AA circuits this season, and will 
undoubtedly be returned to faster com- 
pany. 


"The pennant race is the thing," seems 
to be the slogan of baseball men. Shorter 
seasons and hotter races are considered 
by many as the solution of the baseball 
war time problem. Therefore, it Is argued, 
enthusiasts would be better satisfied with 
a slightly inferior grade of team play if 
major league clubs were well balanced. 
Nothing is more injurious to baseball, they 
hold, than runaway pennant races.

conservation, but she would place em- 
phasis on certain points that will be 
better realized as the war continues. 
The subject is one of education and 
even the most willing and earnest of 
home needs the suggestion and help of 
other women, even though she m a y be 
able to give helpful suggestions her- 
self now and then. 


Then Professor Matthews gave, rea- 
sons why it is necessary to conserve 
food and a m o n g them the i-ea.son why 
women of this country must use corn 
meal and thus help to save 
wheat. 
"Women ask why we do not send corn 
to France for the French to eat," said 
Professor Matthews, and continued: 


"France has no milling facilities for 
m a k i n g corn into tho proper kind of 
food, and if Ave send cornmcal it is not 
in proper condition to use when it gets 
there. 
In France baldng is a big item, 
and it is difficult to have baking done 
in a public oven and delivered to the 
consumer. 
Why ask a Frem^h woman 
who may have a wounded soldier to 
care for to stop this important work 
and learn about our corn products? 


"France is not producing nearly the 
food she needs; England is not pro- 
ducing anyn'here near the food she 
must have. 
Some of the neutral coun- 
tries, 
Switzerland 
and 
Norway, 
are 
only producing about one-third of the 
foods they are going to use, so the 
women are not interested so m u c h in 
food production, but in the proper uti-- 
lizatiO'h after it is produced. 


"The food administration is asking 
the women to conserve this food and 
help care for it in the very best pos- 
sible yv'ay, because we must send an 
added supply abroad; so we arc asked 
to be a little more economical and a 
little less extravagant. 
We find many 
women have been canning and 
can- 
ning. and they seem to think to them 
food conservation 
has ceased, but 
I 
want to say that it has just begun. 
Canning is but a small part of 
the 
work we must do. 


"The 
big thing before us now 
is 
])lanning the best kind of meals. 
W e 
must plan our meals intelligently. 
We 
are told that we eat too m u c h and we 
know t h a t we do, and m a n y of us are 
planning our meals ^ust as we always 
did. 
If we knew more about food val- 
ues we could save by using substitute 
food.s. 
It would be a good plan for 
every club to spend one or two after- 
noons discussing the 
proper u.se of 
food."

when a low streak of black smoke was 
sighted on the horizon. 


Destroyer to Rescuc. 


It later proved to be an American 
torpedo boat destroyer coming at full 
speed, running right Into the sea and 
a t times 
neaj-]y disappearing 
from 
view. 
The destroyer had heard 
the 
calls for aid sent out by the steamer 
and traveled at a speed of as high as 
thirty knots to come to her assistance. 
She immediately made for the 
sub- 
marine, which dived and disappeared. 
The American warship circled about 
the spot, dropped a few depth bombs, 
but no more signs of the U-boat were 
seen. 


While coming to t h e steamer's as- 
sistance the destroyer kept sending re- 
assuring messages such ás "Hold on!" 
Stick, • we are coming!" V

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—It is a 


pity that every person in the United 
States who has not already bought lib- 
erty bonds until he cannot possibly 
raise another dollar to buy more, can- 
not spent twenty-four hours in AVash- 
ington talking with the high officials 
of the government, who are charged 
with the responsibility 
of 
defeating 


Germany in the shortest time at tho 
least cost in blood and money. 


If such a thing were possible I have 


no doubt that ten billion dollars, 
would be subscribed ana there would 
be ten million subscribers. 


Of course it is impossible for any 


considerable number of private citi- 
zens out of the more than a hundred 
million in the nation to come into per- 
sonal contact with the men they have 
chosen to lead them. 


The great mass of the public must 


depend-on the newspapers for its in- 
formation as to what public officials 
are thinking and saying—and the 
printed sheet at best is a poor substi- 
tute for the spoken word. 


I have spent the i ast two days going 


from department to department in this 
busy city for tho purpose of getting 
what in movie parlance Is known as 
"close up" of the views of tho highest 
officials as to the Importance of the 
success of the second liberty loan.
